Weeks Remain of Its Ofllcial 
Exlstence-What Will Be 
Done With It? 



Tiicoma and City of Mexico Want 
' to Get Hold of tbe 
• Exhibits. > 



San Francisco, June 21. — Tb^re are just 
Xvio wcoka romainint; of the ofBcial life of 
tho exposition. A rumor has been oiroulut 
ed to the oflfeot that it was the intention of 
tho nxposition management to coutinuo, the 
exposition until at lease July 24, if not until 
the 27bh, but . this rumor is witbonb founda* 
tlon. Jul; 4 will be the ofiSoial olosing day 
of . tho exposition. It will be im- 
pcBsiblo to legally detain tho foreign 
exhibits after thdX date and some 
of them will doubtless begin to remove their 
exhibits .immediately after tho Fourth of 
July oelebrattoa. There will bo some de- 
partments of thejexposition, however, main- 
tained a little longer. Most of the county 
exbibtta. . will probably be withdrawn, 
thoughtfchero aro some which might be left 
iintil the, building begins to be torn down, 
The oo'neessiunair^a are, nob iii a hnrty to 
more, and thai>rMul6 ' wiU ibe tha'6. there 
will be considerable to see sfter July 
t, itlthough the complete exhibition cannot 
lio exjiccttd to remain. No arrangements 
are baiDg made by the management for con- 
tinuing spooial attractions after the official 
oloBiug day ; but they aro being importuned 
by the aooieties and orgunizatiuna who want 
hold d'.'mouBtralioDB on the grounds 
during July. It is podsiblo that a 25 cent 
admiesion will bo charged as long as 
ttttmotiona remain on the ground auffi- 
oient to warrant it. Tho Frenoh colony havo 
not yot abnndoned tli§ir celebration of the 
fall of tho Baotile on July 11, ond thiTS aro 
other organizations that would like to see 
tho foir continued at least until July 27, to 
make it just an even nix months, 'ihe ex- 
oculivn committee has passed a resolution to 
the t fleet that the Director General has un- 
til September :iO to wind up the exposition, 
so thcro is plenty of time for the present 
plans to be announced if neoeesary. 

There are two propositioos before exhibi- 
tora as to what should be done with their 
various displays. Oac is to ship their goods 
to Tacoma for the exposition which is to bo 
opened those on Oatobor 1, the other grow- 
ing out of tbe project to hold an interna- 
tional exhibition ab the Ctty. of Mexico. As 
the case now stands tboaa fnte'rested in the 
litter echome are;wait{og, before taking any 
further action,\to''heaif'from Col. Green, the 
manager of the^Mexloaii bank( who left for 
Mexico last Monday in tho interest of tbe 
project. He goes to tho Mexican capital 
fur the purpose of trying to secure such 
legislation from' the chamber aa ehali resnlt 
in tbe admission of foreign dutiable goods, 
intended for exhibition purpoees, into tho 
Qountry without the paynaent.of the usual 
import taxes. He desirrs also to obtain 
suoh other privileges for foreign ex- 
hibitors as may make it easier for 
them to bring their goods to tho Mtxican 
capital. A part of Col. Green's mission is 
also to see what personal aid and enoourago- 
moat President Diaz may be able to lend 
the entorpriee and to soo to what extent tho 
Mexican railway lines may bo willing to 
grant conoeeaiona in the matter of freight 
rates, oto. What is being done in favor 
of tho Mexican projocb is being 
kept rather quiet, principally, it would ap- 
pear, to lessen tho chancer of tlio friouda of 
Tacoma trying to interfere. Henry Budey, 
prcaidout i;f the Tacoma Exposition Com- 
pany, was in this city about iivo weeks agi, 
and whilo here did active work 
for his onierprieo. Ho secured a 
quiot promise, given as would appear 
however, with a r( SBrvation, from some ot 
the principal foreign exhibitors at tho lair, 
that they would take their displays to Ta- 
coma. The r^etratipn -referred to was to 
theeiroct that^^^thej; would 'corry the goods 
to ruooma if a^imgeiiients were not in tho 
niountime made' to' liakO.tliem to "Mexico. 



NARBOW ESCAPE. 



Steiimer Prince Wllhelm II Almost Swamped 
by a Water Spoat In the Carlb>

New York, Jnno 21. — The steamer 
Prinoa Wilhelm' arrived from Fort an 
Prince to-day, reports having a very narrow 
escape from being swamped by a water 
spout. On Sunday last about noon, second 
oflicer Vandergoot was attracted by the look- 
out to a small speok on the horizon which 
looked like a small brig. Five minutes 
later heavy rain clouds gathered in tho 
northeast directly over tho object seen by 
the lookout. The captain who was 
below was called on deck and at 
one law that it was a water spout, 
and was bearing directly down on 
the steamer. Xbe ship's course' was at 
once changed to oast by north, bat even that 
Oonrae did not seem to clear the . ship. The 
waterspout was being carried along by tho 
north-easb iquall and was moving first to 
one aide and'then to tho other.

Tho Xel^on Miner on Juno the day 
after tho diBaetrouB Btorm, already referred 
to in thfoe columns, struck tho city of 
Ka»ln, publibhed a Bpeoiii.1 edition giving 
details of the oaBuaUy. Karly in the after 
noon of iSundi'.y, June .'i, heavy thunder 
clouds woio Been approaching from the 
southwest and tho water was riaing at tho 
rate of an inoh an hour, causing people to 
remove their furniture in some parts of the 
oity. Between four and tivo o'clock the 
atorm burst and poople had to run for 
shelter, for halt an hour Euch a 
storm raging as few people had seen. 
Sand, lumber, tin cans, light stoves and 
everything moveable whirled about, and all 
who possibly could sought shelter. The 
Adums House caui^ht fire, but it was soon 
extinguished. On the lake tho storm raged, 
waves were running from five to ten feet 
high, and about this time Mr. and Mrs. 
McUregor, who. had ,been in a boat to a 
friend's houBe on the lake front, were struck 
hy tho full force of the storm, and in a 
moment tho boat was upset, Mn. MoQregor 
being swept away. Between 4 . and '6 
o'clock in tbe height of the stotm all tlie 
houBCB below Third street .wetei; swept 
away, and the wharf, which,. cost "^hont 
S8, 000, was soon seen to be destroyed. It 
ia impoBsiblo to estimate exactly the damage 
done. A low estimatn of the loss would 
seem to ho ^100,000. A hundred poople or 
moro having small houses whinh they could 
live in rent free, aro now without a home 
and havo lost their all.

Tho p rty now In power havo practically hold 
oilico for over eleven years. Their policy has 
boon an indoflnlto ono on many of the questions • 
requiring consideration. At; tho last goneral' • 
election tho Upposition advocated reform in- : 
tho land laws of t.ho province, and have been ^ 
able to make some Important ctianges. ^ 

Tho privilege Of > allowing speculators and'i^. 
non rcsldcnU] to take up large tracts of land ' 
has been taken away-' and the lands are now 
available foraojtnalsettlora. 

By the eflbrtawthe Opposition tho assess- 
ment of wild land has boon much improved; 
tho ad valorem principle ot assossmont accord- 
iuB to tho laud value, is now the law. 

There are two cssentinl matters yet to be car- 
ried out in connection with tho encouraging of 
agriculture oettlers. First, the St-rvoying of 
available lands) for such a |p>irp03u and giving 
tlio necessary information by thu Lunda and 
Works Dopaitmont; second, tho makicg ot 
roadn to such aattloments, so tliac tho farmer 
may bo able to bring his produce to market- 
such a policy as this must bu adopted in ortler 
to dovolop and encouraKO tho (arndng industry 
of our Province, by so doing wo ahall add - 
much to our wealth and prosperity. ' "Sr 

Tho railway policy of tho Oovernraent has 
not been a business-like ono. From the timo of 
the grant alven to the Esquimau &; Nannlmo 
Railway' down > to the Na&usp & mocandeal, 
the intercs s of the Provinco aLd the welfare 
of tho people havo not boon well guirdod. Un 
tho one hand a corporation received a Inrgo 
subsidy and an Immonso tract of land, free 
from taxation for over : on tho other, a private 
company is subiidlzed by Ruarantooing the 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road aa well as in- 
terest on tho same for twonty-Uvo years. Ono 
cannot but conio to tlio conclubion that a Gov. 
ornmcnt policy of such a character is likely to 
bring tho credit of tho Provinco Into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind are to bo doplored ; 
but monopolioH backed by Government aid and 
support are often tho most diflloult to over- 
CO to. Government aid to such an extent as 
has been givon In tho instances referred to 

grocludes other roads from being n.ssi3ted or 
uilt. As an Instanoo of this wo recognUo tho 
dlfflculty the British Pacino Railway will havo 
In dealing with thoEsquimalt &, Nanaimo R4il- 
w-ny and Ita existing tlghta. Thus hy tho action 
of tho present Governmont In tho past it looks 
as if tho provinco were at tho niorcv of ring- 
Btoraatid monopolists who aro despoiling tho 
people of their herilngo. 

I am oppoBol to tho exoout.lvo using its power 
to make largo appropriations ot money by 
special warrant tor roads, streets, bridges and 
public works, without first submitcing such to 
the leglelaturo, Suoh a course of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and Is not In ac- 
cord with tho prinolplea of ooostitntlonal gov- 
ernment, . ' ■ 

I have advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on imp'ovemoutuanu 
the abolition of taxes on mortgages . Tho latter 
impost proasoa doubiy bard upon tbe borrower, 
aod tho repeal of this law would be in tho in- 
terest and for tho advancomontof tho province. ■ 

Tho practice followed on tiioovo'ot a general 
election ot promising aid to public worlis end 
institutions by members ot tho executive should 
bo condemned, ns it is attomptinK to bribe the 
electors with tbeir own money, 'Ibo indeposd- ' 
ent electors should answer this by sendlngmen 
to tho LcKlslaturo who will do luuir utmost to 
remove audi ministers from power. 

Uuring tho past four yoirs legislation has 
been brought about, chlelly by tho Opposition, 
in refoiminc; tha 8choolLaw, The residents of 
tho cities havo nowgreater power over theman- 
ugomcnt of their schools, andmoro Is yet desired 
in this particular. I shall use my beat endeav- 
ors to bring this about, so that our schools may 
be free of all political Influences. 

I havo also advocated further restriction on 
Chinese immigration and the employment ot 
Chinese by any company seeking cbartera or 
grants from tho LegUlaturo. 1 havo advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should bo 1d- 
Berted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent the omploynifnt ot this class of 
labor. 

I also liavo advocated tho necessity of em- 
ploying residents of tho Provlnca Instead of 
non-residontaorforolgnors In the prosecution Of 
all works or contracts let by tho Govornmontt 

It is impossible in an address of tihis kind to 
touch on all questions afleoUng tho Province. 
I hope, however, before long to have the oppor- 
tunity of addressing the< eleotora In public 
mooting, at whloh time I will refer to matters 
more extensively. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive In tho Local Legislature has been accept- 
able to you, I again seek your votes and sup- 
port.

Mr. Eberta Makes an Eloquent Speech 
and Scores His Op- 
ponents. 

A well attended meotiog of tho oleotors of 
South VunoouviT diatriot was hold on 
Wednesday night at the Royal 'Oak to hoar 
the cundidaces for provinoial honors eipresa 
their views. 

■ 'Mr.'D»vid Stuphenaon having been olootcd 
chairmao. oalled upon Mr. J. F. Chandler, 
who had called the meeting, to first ad- 

droiia it- 
Mr. Chandler prefaced hie rematka .by 

saying that there was no doubt in bia own 

miad that were hu elected ho could conduct 
buaiueas a great deal better than either of 
the other candidataa. He atood, he eatd, as 
an independent, neither a supporter of the 
(government nor of tho opposition. He 
then remarked that Mr. Eberts ought to be 
very thankful to him for showing him what 
he could havo dono for the distriot. He 
went on to claim that though thf) noxious 
weeds and employes liability acts had bean 
paaaed by tho government, Mr. E'jtria had 
had nothing to do with passing them. Tho 
$oOO honieatead exemption, he v.6,il ou to 
maintain, was of no benefit to the poor 
settler. Referring to himjelf he said peupio 
told him ho could not oit on tho feuoo, but 
he would tell them that ho might bouome 
premier of tho Province by bomg a mui>- 
wump (laughter and some erica of "uo"); 
or finance minister anyhow. (More laughter, ) 
Mr. Eberts had said at a lormor meeting 
that it wasn't his buaineua if he stood by 
and laborers v/ero brought out to work in 
the diatrict while rcaldenta there were idle. 

Mr. Eberta— Excuae me; I never' said 
anything of tho kind. 

Mr, Chandler proceeded to repeat hi> 
statement. (Voices — "Toll the truth!") 
It was tho buiinesa of the member for a dia- 
triot to look after it3 interests. If ho was 
elected^ (" You won't bo, laughtei)— if ho 
did not know where tho money waa expend- 
ed in tho district, why then tliey need not 
send him back to tho house again. There 
waa §26,000 spent last year for immigration 
when iho country was not really tit for a 
settlor to come to ; a place where tho farmer 
had to bear the shrivelling wind, bad roads, 
hia ducks stolen by Chinamen, and his fowls 
destroyed by hawks. (Laughter.) Was 
th.-it not enough to make nien curse faih\;r 
and mother and turn Turk? (Shouts of 
laughttr. ) Mr. Chandler continued on this 
strain quite seriously amid much amuse- 
ment. Then ho went on to condemn tho 
lunch room at the parliament buildings, and 
from there 'drifted back to the farmers, and 
maintained that Ihe Dominion subsidy 
should be shared round among tho districts 
of the Province, and then held that in jua- 
tioo to all tho country'a orodit ahould bo 
pledged to build a good, flolid, hard 
winter road to every mon's door. The 
money had not been properly opent on the 
roade. Then why didn't Mr. Eberta got 
mcaey to build a creamery in the distriot ? 
Mr, Chandler i7ent on to say that the lands 
of ' the district wore almost run out. 
(Laughter.) Why did not Mr. 'Eberts go to 
the government and ask them to put up a 
creamery ? Then the sheep were almoat ex- 
terminated from the face of the earth (roars 
of laughter)— from the face of the earth in 
this .distriot he meant— (more laughter) be- 
eaote the wolves and the panthers destroyed 
ttiein. . Why, he had told Mr. Eberts tnat 
two' panthers had been shot iat Gordon head 
Mid ' fa'e ' didn't 'even, know ■.thiAt..' ( More 
l«n((hter.) The farmer, eqjoying . the . com 
fort of his midnight bed, 'ooD|dnftf see-the 
panthers coming to maraud his yard. (More 
ianghter. ) The governmeDt.he.bIamea, too, 
for the tax the olty of Viotorift pat on the 
if armors for, peddling; their prodnce there. 
Why didn't Mr, Ebert-a do something to 
prevent the city connoU from doing that ? 
.Mr. Eberts should have demanded a daily 
mail at every man's door. By and by Mr, 
Eberts, he supposed, would tell them it was 
all foolery. He conldn't have got it if hu'd 
tried. Well, he woulcl tell them that's what 
they would get if he (Mr. Chandler) waa 
elected. (Laughter.) If elected ho would 
bring joy to tho farmer's heart and joy to 
the farmer's home. Everyone woulcl have 
even handed justice, and they would have a 
district that would be bo prosperous thut 
every other diatriot would envy it. He 
went on to say that Mr. Justice Wilkins cf 
Nova Scotia knew him and hia an- 
cestors oven as far back as hia 
great grandfather. He merely mention- 
ed this beciuse Mr. Carey would 
bring it up. Air, Carey had wanted to get, 
hia great grandfather's skin (roara of 
laughter) to send stuffed to the liritieh 
niuspum (more laugliter) Mr. Carey want- 
ed til f ml' r.'iHt fckiu with hia own election 
udd.r.o^ ... Mr. Chandler concluded amid 
great ainuaomont. In answer to questions 
he said he had not had timo to think 
whether or not he would vote for the eight- 
hour system or not. Ho favored abolishing 
tho §200 deposit for candidates. 

Mr. Carey followed Mr. Chandler. Ho 
came forward as a staunch supporter of tho 
Hon. Theodore Davie. He had been ac- 
cused of not being oonsisteDt in his policy. 
Ho had never been in the legislature, but 
had been a oonncillor and mayor of 'Victoria, 
and thought his record waa consistent. He 
iiad been aoonsed of going against the gov. 
ernment when he said the land law was a 
aeiindal to the country. While finding 
fantt with the land act, he was not against 
the .government. He would, if elected, try 
toget the land Bot.alterod in some particu- 
lars. 'Hu had never Bono bkck on the pre- 
sent tFruVnier, ' but he opposed the late 
Premier. Mr. Carey proceodt.d to make a 
violent attack on the late Hon. John Rob- 
son, whom among other things he oalled a 
tyrannical doapot to tho aouool teachers, 
iind who had carried, terror into tho schools. 
He could not and never would support uuoh 
a man as that, but had always sup- 
ported the Hon. Mr. Davin. As 
the land act now atood Hon, Mr. Divio 
had done tswuy with tho sale of laud, but 
tho amoDdnieut ho did find fault with waa 
that made at tho last session for leaaing 
email holdingn, Tho settler should got lUO 
acres, Tho law now allowed IGO acres pre-

brought that tho farmer's son to get a job 
had to yo to Spring Ridge and bow his head 
to Rilly Snider, bis master.

The Su)ieriiiieudent of roads waa now eleo 
Itoncering for Mr. Eberts and taking that 
gentleman's cirders where the roads thonld 
be built to do the most good for the eleo- 
li.ns. 

Mr, Eberts— That ia nob so. 

Mr. Carey — You are greatly mistaken 
when yon say that. (L'aughter.) He be- 
lieved, and Mr. Davie was advocating the 
same system, that tho farmers ahould say 
where the money was spent id the district. 
There were some who were drawing money 
from tho public treanury in other places for 
road work., What was. that if not obtaining 
money under false' pretenoeaj ! He was not 
referring to 'Mr. EberUi^' he''aoknowledged. 

Mr. Ebert;a— Well, yon are slandering 
some one, I can toll you; 

Mr. Carey quoted then as his outhority 
Mr. Chaudler's oleotion address, which read : 
" A few political hacks or bossob of the dis- 
trict do indeed get all the work their teams 
can do and draw largo amounts from the 
public treasury, not, I admit, in their own 
names, but in tho names of tho men to whom 
they entrust their teams." Ho then went 
on to blame Mr. Eberta for tho division of 
the diatriot into North and South Victoria, 
That gentleman should have seen to it when 
the redistribution bill was passed that South 
Victoria had more representation than it 
did. Ho commended the present govern- 
ment railway policy, especially in regard to 
tho Nakusp & Slooan, but thought they 
had gone far enough now in regard to pledg- 
ing tho country's credit for railwaysinKoote- 
nay. They were told of Kootenay'a fabulous 
wealth, but that country could not'show one 
mino paying a dividend yet. The predicted 
story about Mr. Chandler's groat grand- 
father then came up, and Mr. Chandler's 
printed address waa criticised. In reply to 
((uestions Mr. Caroy said ho would like to 
aoo thtS200 deposit for candidates abolished; 
the government had gone far enough in 
bonusing railways, and as to eight hours for 
a day's labor he would vote for that if 
elected. 

Mr, Ebof ts was received with a burst of 
applause when be came forward to speak. 
He likened Mr. Carey to a political chame- 
leon—always changing his colors. That 
gentleman four years ago had in bis election 
address of May 12, 1890, poaed as an inde- 
pendent supporter of tho Kobaon govorn- 
mont, and now ho bad just told them ho 
never would support such a mun aa tho lato 
premier. Mr. Eberts produood a copy of 
Mr. Carey's ISUO address in proof of this, 
and proceeded to show that only a few 
days after iti was iaauad he changed round 
and posed as a bitter opponent of tho gov- 
ernment. Now here ho was again protend- 
ing to support tho governmeut, in fact ho 
was a voritahlo chameleon, a charlatan. 
Hero to-night Mr. Carey had told them the 
land aot waa teoming with rottonncaa. 
How could he say that and yot claim to be 
a supporter of tho governmenii whose 
act it was. It all went to ehow 
tliat Mr. Carey was, as he said, a 
politician charlatan. The present land aot 
was a good one and it was during the time 
he (Mr, Eberta) was in the bouse that spec- 
ulation in land bad been done away with. 
The governments had pursued the course of 
opening up tho country to settlors by a pro- 
gressive railway and land policy. The leases 
in the amendment complained of by Mr. 
Carey were to enable bona fide settlers only 
to acquire small holdings in the vicinity of 
Vancouver and in the Lake distriot for ex- 
ample. No epeoalator could occupy that 
land by an agent and it was not a rotten 
aot but an act for the real benefit of the poor 
man. (Applause,) He submitted that a 
government that sub-divided tho land into 
small holdings for the benefit of the poor 
was working in the true interests of settlers. 
Mr. Carey too bad made an attack on a dead 
man, the late Hon. John Boibson. There 
was nothing so cowardly aa to attack the 
dead. Mr. Eberta prooeeded to administer 
a aoatliing rebuke to Mr. Carey for his re- 
marks ia this connection. .The present gov- 
ernment was, went'oa'Mr.'Eberts, the most 
progressive that the .dountry had ever seen.' 
(applause), and was suited exactly to the 
wants of the cottntrr.-^".^'Xliby'>did'i>6t'' want 
such a man aa Mr..Carey.in.the. house— one 
thing one time and another thing another 
timo. Mr. Eberts took up Mr. Carey's re- 
marks about Kootenay and <iuot3d the large 
quantities of high grade ore shipped out 
from there aa an answer to lhat gentleman's 
remarka, Tho fact that Kootouay paid in 
?7-3,000 to the treasury last year was 
a sufficient answer and proved 
that the broad, liberal policy pursued by 
the gpvormnent was developing that valu- 
able portion of the province. Mr. Eborts 
tpoke in approval of the government's rail- 
way policy. Even Mr. Carey had com- 
mended the N'lkusp it Slocan railway. Mr. 
Eberts went on to explain itio Nakusp & 
Slocan mutter, showing tho great benefit 
that the arruugement that the goverumetit 
had made would do tlio province, Mr. 
Carey had complained that the province 
waa not aettlod up yot. Well, it was only a 
lew years since wo had got railway coui- 
munication, and look at tho wonderful 
progress since then ! Wc hud progressed 
surely, and the province had reaouroeo that 
would bring in population. True, there 
was a stringency in the money market just 
now but wo had no Coxey army over here 
like they had on tho Amorican aide of the 
inc. Mr. Carey had said that he (Mr. 
Eberta) had boon instrumental in depriving 
this distriot of a member. That was ab- 
surd. Mr. Sbsrts went into the redistri- 
bution Queation, showing that the bill waa 
in ita entirety such a fair, just and sensible 
bill that ovoD Mr. Beaven oould not cavil at 
it. Ho prooeeded to give the reasons for 
the way the divisions had beeii 'made by 
the government. Mr. Carey-<faad tricil to 
attack him on roads, atreete and bridges, 
but no one could dispute that he had aoied 
in tho interest of hia obnatituants, and they 
could not «ay he had been recreant to his 
trust. (Applause.) They oould see in the 
public accounts where every dollar waa 
spent, but he could say that ho wuo quite 
willing to be governed by the people aa to 
who liioir road auporintendent should bo, 
and aa to where the uionciy should be spent. 
( Applauau. ) 

Mr, Soo hero complained that Mr. Eberts 
hod not had some troea on tho aide of a 
rood cut down. 

Mr. I'^ierta replied that ho had spoken to 
tho department about it, but poosibly thoir 
views and Mr. See's did not ouinoide, as in 
summer the trees referred to were useful as 
shade. 

Mr. Soo continued' to interrupt, and 
finally nubaldod amid cries of " Sit down." 

Mr. llberta took up tho subjoot of roads, 
anawered tho coutontiona of Mr. Carey and 
showed that the money had not been sQuan 



properly roprcsented whilo tho govern 
monthad a lawyer to adviao thorn. Hu had 
nothing against Mr. Eberts personally hut 
■politioally ho had. In the history of the 
world there never v/ub a more corrupt ex- 
penditure of money than that spent in this 
district for., the pant three years.

UNMASKED. 

On Friday, the ISbb inat., the Weatmiii 
ster Columbian stated ■ that the seed grain 

supplied to tho sufForera by the flood was 
rubbish, that the potatoes wore rotten and 
that tho hay was bad. Finding that it had 
maligned peraouo in New Woatminster 
whom it waa dangerous to offend, it next 
day, in what appears to have been an un 
satisfactory way, retraoted. its injurious 
statenioute in so far ua the suppliea were 
conoerned, and in ita isaue of tho 19th 
it found it neceasary to make 
a fuller retraction and to publiah 
it in a mora conspicuous part of the paper 
Bat neither retraotioa ia aooompMiied by 
the fAintest expression of ref;ret that it had 
for patty pnrposes foully and falsely 
maligned the Government of the Province. 

The Columbian, in fact, deliberately with 
respect to the eupplios distributed by the 
Government among the sufTerera, published 
what was atrociously false, and what it 
easily might have Itnonn 'to be false if it 
had taken the elightest trouble to find out 
whether or not the report* which it says it 
heard were such aa could be relied upon. 

This incident ehowa clearly both the 
spirit of the Weatniinster organ and its re 
gard fur the truth. • It eagerly pnbliahed an 
irjnrions report about the Government 
without as much aa attempting to fiad out 
whether it was true or not. The aamo, no 
doubt, may be said of nearly everything 
that appears in itu columns prejudieial to 
the Guvcrnmeut. All sorts of. atoricu 
are eagerly picked up and pub- 
lished, although they may, like this story 
about the oats, potatoes and bay supplied 
to the farmers of the Fraser river valley, ho 
as groaa and ao miuchiovous lies aa were ever 
invented. Thu reports publiahod in tho 
Columbian about public meetings, election 
prospects and tho sayings and doings of the. 
supporters of the Goreramenli are- in all 
ptobability quite as false, .and quite 
ninlioiQUB as the 'one ' abbtil)' the' '^Suppliea. 
That report the Columbian ia obligiid 
virtually to adn.it ia an unmitigated 
What teaaon liuve tlie readers of thuColuni- 
bii.n to conclude tliat other reports of a 
politioal nature published ia the same paper 
are not equally false J _ 

Although the Columbian for very substan 
tial rcaeono is forcsd to admit that what it 
publiohfjd relative to the quality of the sup- 
plies sent by tho Government to tho Fraser 
river Hottlcra vvao utterly false, it does not 
retract other parts of its account that are 
equally false. Besides asserting that the 
grain and potatoes were worthless, it stated 
that tho diatribution was made without 
system and that bribery waa practised by 
tho diatributors. Theao two last state- 
menta are aa false aa the first, but as there iu 
no one after the Columbian with 
ft aharp atiok foreiog it' to retract these 
asaertiona also thoy are not retraoted, 
The Government can bo maligned and ba- 
lled with impunity, and the Columbian, 
therefore, contiuuea to malign and bolie it. 
But it ifl difforent when the reputation of 
dealers in prcduco ia attacked. They will 
atand no nouacneo from the Columbian, and 
consequently what it said that sfTeots them 
is taken back while ita libols on tho Gov- 
ernment and its ofliolala are allowed to 
stand, in the hope, no doubt, that they may 
atick.

Wo are glad to see that the Hon. Mr. 
Davie in Vancouver alIuded,to an absurdly 
fake statement that has been going tho 
rouuda imputing to him the intention to 
Mtabliah Sopiiralo S'jhooU in this Trovir.cs. 
No man of oven aVorago intelligence ahould 
have given tho slightest dredenoe to this re- 
port. All know thft^'itwould be impoaaiblo 
for the Premiecj to oliantce the school system 
without obanginil the law, and to change 
tho law requires a majority in tho 
Legislature. But everyone knows that 
it would be absolutely impossible 
to got in this Province a majority favor- 
able to Separate Schools or Denomina- 
tional public education. Besidea, the 
Premier has never, by word or act, given 
anyone reason to believe that he has the 
least desire to make euch a oUange in tho 
school law.

It is to be hoped that tho friends and sup- 
porters of the Gorernment in this city and 
throughout the Province will not rely too 
much 00 appearanoea and. alaokeo in their 
efiforts to secure for the Government a 
sweeping majority.

The 
Opposition in this city appear to be doing 
nothing. It ia not safe from their apparent 
apathy to inler that they are either idle or 
indifferent. The Government- party should 
bo as vigilant and as energetio in Viotbria 
aa it ia in t ancouver. Every man 
should do his best to make the 
return of the four Government can- 
didates by a sweeping majority euro. 
In other constituencies where a result favor- 
able to the Government appesra to be afore 
gone oonelusion, the time' between now and 
the day of election should be fully occupied.

Hia cpeccli 
ia certainly not a highly finiahod 
pioduction or iu any i-ci.'pect b.'ttcr 
than tho deliverance of an Gppoailioii 
stump orator ot ordinary intelligence. AVe 
wcro, we must confess, a little surprised to 
see in his spoeoh a blunder, if it is a blunder, 
that wo Vronld not expeot to see tn the care- 
fully considered uttoranco of an educated 
man, It niurtt, bo rcmeiiibcroil that exegtbis 
is part of the legitimate buBiuesa of Mr. 
Max'.vel!. In .oonaidering a composition he 
is expected to be able to discern readily 
what properly belongs to the text, and what 
is miicei interpolation. A clergyman, 
of all pcraons, should not attribute 
a remark plainly interjected by the 
copyist or reporter, to tho author or tho 
speaker. Yet thie is precisely the blunder 
which Mr. Maxwell delihorately makes in 
bis speeob, and that, too, on a matter about 
which there has been some little oontro- 
veray. Speaking of tho Canada Woatern, 
ho ill reported to have said: " Tho Hon. 
Mr. Vernon, to whom wo have been indebt- 
ed already, calls it the ^Canada Weatern 
Humbug." Now, as Mr. Maxwell ought to 
know, there ia no evidence that the.Hon. 
Mr. Vernon ever -used suoh* sn ex- 
preaaion as he attributes to aim, 
rather there ia the atrong- 
oat evidonca that ho did not 
UBO it. Tho oxpresaion ia taken from a re- 
port of Mr, Vernon's speech publwhed In the 



Vernon News, and oocnrs in the following 

connection f 

" Other fiGiures were given .showing the 
relative position of the debt . and revenue 
since 1800, which gave tho net debt after 
deducting the country's assets as 8072,000 
in 1890 and §1,694,900 in 1894, an iaoieiao 
of one million borrowed ; but during that 
period tho revenue had expanded by S-23,- 
000 and two millions had been expended in 
developing and building up the province.

What are we to think of tho critic who 
ia a olergyman and also presumably o 
soholar, who attributes the words wo have 
italicised to the "speaker." A boy of 
twelve years of ago who would not at onoe 
see that it is an interpolation by the re- 
porter, would deserve to be condemned as a 
dunce. Tho interjaotion ia so plain that ho 
who runs may read and understand, Tho 
man who attributes the expreaaion to " the 
speaker," the Hon.'Mr.' 'Vernon, must be 
cither incredibly stnpid or wonderfully 
illitoruto, or he muat be extremely diahoneat. 
Tho Rev, Mr. Maxwell ia quite at liberty 
to take either horn of the dilemma. Thia ia 
a apooimon of tho way in whioh Mr. Max- 
well deals with politioal subjects. Ah uno 
dwe. cm»e»f , No.doubtjthe Bev. Mr. Mox- 
woU does Setter afid' is more reliable in tho 
pulpit than ho ia on the stump.

IKTERBSTmG FLOOD PIGHateS. _ 

A Travelln <rbrottch the Conntry ' Affected 
GlveB Details of the Bemarkable Rise. 

. .Some idfea of the magnitude of the recent 
flood along tb« Froser rivec and its tribu- 
taries may ba formed from t|ie following 
figures given by Mr. Justice Wallrem, who 
on the way to Kamloopa to presido at the 
aa)!z3B, aed ufcer reacliiug'his desrioa ion, 
was detokined for two weeks or upwards by 
the interruption to traifio, " The water in 
* the gorgo spanned by the Busponsion 
bridgo," Bays hia Lordship, •' roBO S(i feet 
higher than at its low stage, when its depth 
ia 98 feet, so that thero was id all the im- 
menao depth of 182 feet of water. At 
Hell's Uato, as I was informed by the 
road auperintendoat, it had risen probably 
140 feet above low level ; and at uny rato 
Hell's Gito was out of sight — totally sub- 
mergnd. A.C Kamloopg the Jiforth Thom|i- 
son had rieen 27 feet aljjve latv water mark, 
and thoro was tho soma rise in tho vast body 
of water known aa Kamloopa lake. The 
largo provinoial bridges at t^avonn, Ash- 
croft, Sponco's Bridgo and Lytton, ail of a 
very substantial character, were swept 
away. While tho water of the Fraser river 
in the flood of 1876 differed Uttlo in height 
from the flood of this year, the Thompaoc 
river was very muoh higher than during its 
f]t>od of 1876. The water in the two orivera 
rose and fell this year at diiFcirent times end 
varying heights. This wai) no doubs due to 
the fact that a- greater or lesa amount of 
oold, aa the oaae might be, had ooourred at 
certolnitimM about the aouroes of the re- 
■peotive rivera. It might be cild at the 
aouroe of one, and not aooold ac the soarue 
of the other. 

■ "The Mission bridge well stood an ini- 
mense strain, in two instances ugiiuao 
huge trees which had been floated do«a in 
an upright position, the earth ajljouc the 
roots apparently keeping tbenii er<c-. 
Neither of these trees oould have bee:i lues 
than sixty oi: eighty feet^high. ^he current 
Bwnng one o( the'ip roqtrfor«mn8t nn^er the 
bridge, thebi'd at. whioli 'oa^'oS]ihe branoheit 
aa dean' as a ieyuiei would cut grain. 

" The olo'dd barsti'WHioh broke atPennie'a 
ranch destroyed the bridge netkr there, and 
stopped the East-bonnd train, on the 2od of 
Jane. It caught up one of Henbie'a most 
valuable horsea, spun the animal for a time 
in the air, and Chen dashed it down the 
chasm crossed by tne bridge." 

Hia Lordship states that the reports from 
the interior, where tho floods did not ex- 
tend, show the stock to bo in good condi- 
tion. While' in Kamloopa he tried three 
prisoners who eleoted to take speedy trial. 
Two were discharged, . and the third, a 
rather daring charec^er named Huntingdon, 
convicted of breaking open a safe, was sen- 
tenced to two yeara' imprisonment. The 
aBsizea had to b3 postpontd on account of 
the interrupiion to travel caused by the 
flood— those at Kamloopa to the^ 23rd of 
September and the othera to dates to be 
flxod hereafter.

held in the court house, the questions prom- 
inently connected with provincial politics 
were diaousaed' by Mr. J. P. Booth, who 
gave a very lucid and satisfactory account 
of hia stewardship, and Captain Robertson, 
who is endeavoring to replace the former in 
the repieeentaliou. Mr. Booth illustrated 
by fac'.B and flgurea the progress that the 
province had made under ttie progreaaive 
administration of the present government 
and that which immediately preceded it. 
He showed that the public revenues had 
been expended in the - beat interests of 
the community. For this reason he 
had supported the party at present 
In power and if returned, as he expected to 
be, would discbarge hia duties to the best of 
hia ability, with a view io the promotion of 
the interests of the province at large, as also 
. ot bis own constituency. 
. ' ' Captain Kobertson launched out into a 
. '^geaeral attack,. full of miarepresentationa, 
,on thiB g6vetntneHt,;riBnd peraona|Iy.'. 
' the cafioidate -to whom ha woa opposed. He 
dwelt largely on qaeationa of Dominion 
policy, the Ohineae qneation 'occupying a 
large portion of hia time. ' After vilifying 
tbe members of the Davia government bo 
' 'kaid three things ara.^ adveraely a£Fecting 
this province, viz : The robbery and extor- 
tion by the Dominion government' which 
, cannot be avoided, the granting of railway 
and steamboat onbaidiea, and lastly the 
financial depression of the country. 
He declared himaelf opposed tojtho('*na- 
dian Pacific Raihvay and the Australian 
line of ateamahipa. Money could botttr be 
spent with the farmers in putting gravel 
upon their roiida und improving their larma 
than in assisting railway enterpriaea.

To THE Editor : — In your report of last 
nlght'a meeiitig of our city fathers I was 
somewhat ditagreeably compelled to observe 
that Aid. Humphrevs Inoludea in his by- 
Uy under the above heading a clause 
CO this effect : 

"No person or persona shall carry 
or cause to bo carried or conveyed 
in any manner whatsoever, !o, 
through, over or along any public street or 
Btreeta within the limits of the municipality 
of the oily of Victoria any laundriod cloth- 
ing or clothing to be lauodried, between the 
hours of 12 of the olook on Saturday oight 
and lot the clook oh Mbuday. mornlDg lol-. 
lowing." ■ . • ' -'1^ 

Your reporter was generous enough to 
suggest that the intention was to prevent 
Chinamea from oirrying dirty clothes aloni; 
tho streets on the Sabbath, but Aid, Hum- 
phreys should exeroise ajittle care in sub- 
mitting a clause such aa the above. 
. NoW| I am a married man, like domeatio 
peaod' akd am always to. dr8ad>rof'ruHling 
my better haU'a uanally serene and loving 
tamperament, beoaaia somebody always baa 
to suffer for it. If Aid Humphreys had 
had hia feet underaeath my breakfast table 
this morning<.he would have felt sorry for 
mo and possibly there -wonld-.faave been a 
vacancy on the aldemanie board. I am 
uaablo to describe the scene adequately, but 
I give you word for word in her aimple way 
( if tor eho got cool or near It) what oonolu- 
sion eho arrived at :

THE PLAGUE IN CHINA. 

To THE Editor:— It aMma. to me it Is 
time that some few inoida of 'trnth should be 
said on this. By Hongkong jnarnals just to 
hand wo aeo tho plagae has been in Canton, 
a abort distance from HonRkoag, since Feb- 
ruary, hut :t^ existence there has been con- 
cealed by Chinese and Europeans alike. 
The Chlneae may havo acted as they did 
through fear that some ono might interfere 
with their cures, in the ahape of sacrificing 
rata and intoning hymns. The Europeans 
were actuated by a pure worship of Mam- 
mon. They were afraid their trade might 
fall off for a year. 

In Hongkong we find by the papers that 
they ignored or concealed the facta aa long 
aa ttiey' could. The plague has been with 
thorn longer than they verbally admit. 
They aay now if they had a shower of ruin 
they would bo all right. Bafore last mail 
left they had no rain and the mortality had 
iucreaacd since, till in one day tho deaths in 
the city population of Hongkong numbered 
86, say at the rate of 30,UUU persons per 
annum by this diseaae alone, apart from any 
other dieeaies carrying off the usual per- 
centage of the population, 

Whyshould notatown'a meeting bo called 
to coneider the whole boariag of this, 
When we weie thieatcned with smallpox, a 
party In town attempted to conceal the 'aot 
that it was with us; now with b plugue in 
sight compared with whioh' tm.allpox ia a 
biigatelle, we do nothing The opncealmont 
of the smallpox did no good; to. thoae who 
attempted it or to the oltizeiia.who ooanived 
at tho attempt. I do nibt think either tho 
authorities or the citi/.ena will fare much 
better now. 

Chinese clothing, beds, blankets and such 
ought to ba fumigated, and articles of food 
originating in Cunton or HoDgkong should 
be treated in the aamo way if that could bo 
done atid eeomctl to be effectual in leaeening 
thechaucea uf ihia plague, which were it t-o 
take hold would wipe out half tho Enrci 
pcanjind Uhincao population alike

The induction of Rev. William Leslie 
CUy into the pastorate of St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church, took place last night 
in tho ohuroh. A few minutes before S 
o'clock the Preabytery waa constituted in 
the veatry by the Moderator, ^Ir. Macrae, 
of Nanalmo, there being present Revs. Dr. 
Campbell, A. B. Winchester and D. MaoRao, 
of St. Paul's, Victoria West, Clerk 
of the Presbytery, and Mr. J. T. 
Bethune, elder. The Preabytery adjourned 
to the ohurch,<vrbiaii;was prettily. deporated 
for the oosasion witU .lowers and fe'stooos 
of leaves. The area of i^t.he ohuroh was 'well 
Qlled by membera of AtltelpongtegatloD, who 
liatened patiently tO' ther.'rather long ser- 
vices. The Clerk of the Presbytery read 
the ' proclamation ; aakiog it' any objeotions 
weie . m<ir\e to the life and oonduot of Mr. 
Clay. No objoQtions being _n:iade,-the niei'n- 
bera of the Presbytery took, their seats 
tho platform, while Mr.- Clay 
waa aea'ed in front of the pul- 
pit in tho body of the oburoh. 
Kav Mr. Miorae, madcrator, proeided and 
oouduoturt the rp-uing aervioea by prayer, 
roiidinf; <'f the Soripiures, and tho oongre- 
g'ltion j .ining in praise. Tho Moderator 
rheu iuirodueid Hfv. R. G. Murison of 
Eisr, Eernwood, lie being tho youngest or- 
dained minister within the bourch, to 
preach the aermon, according to custom. 
Mr. Murison preached on able diBcourao 
from Luke xiii. '_'0-21 upon tho subjeot of 
tho Kingdom of (Jod, which was followed 
with prayer by the young preacher, 
Thereafter tho clerk of Preabytery 
re^u 'ho customary narrative of events from 
t le resignatiou of tho late paator to the 
present time. Tho Moderator then, called 
upon Mr. Clay to anaWor tho usual quoa- 
tions, which ho did satiBtactorily, and in- 
ducted him in tho namo of the Head of the 
Church into the pastorate of St. Andrew's. 
After a hymn waa Bung, Rev. Dr. CimpboH 
addreeaed tho newly inducted pastor in 
well chosen and forcible speech, giving hint 
wise counsel and encouragement in his new 
field and wished him suooess in the paator 
a'.e. 

After another hymn had been aung 
Rev. A. B. Winchester addressed 
tho congregation in a long . and 
spirited lecture, poini/iug out their duties 
and privileKce and , urging upon them to 
ttand shoulder to shouloer la upholding and 

oiuroging tho paator.* 

Tho Moderator next referred in strtng 
terms to tho confidence ho had in St, 
Andrew's congregation — that they had 
Stuck to the church through all tho troub 
loua time through which they had passed — 
and he congratulated Mr. Clay in having 
such a stauuch Presbyterian following to 
carry, on tho work in this c'ty 
and closed the induotion acrvicts with the 
Uiu-il beufdiction. 

Thereafter, Mr. Macrae, the clerk, as 
Moderator of Session during the vacancy, 
introduced the members of the congregation 
individually to their pastor. 

A meeting of aesaiou waa then bold in the 
vestry and Mr. Clay took his plaoa as Mod- 
erator of Sea'sion, Mr. Macrae placing him 
in tho chair. 

The Presbytery adjourned to the lecture 
room tii receive the report of tho 
Presbyterj's committee on the queation 
of the formation of a new congregation at 
James Bay, referred to in tho petition of W. 
A. Lorjtner and others. Rev. Mr. Macleod 
was in littendaice with the petitioners. 

I'Tbe oonvener 'bf the committee reported 
that he had jiot been able to itold a'meeting 
of.tbe oommitteeat2 o'olook in the after- 
nQon''M'baI|ed, .°on acoonnt of there being no 
qaommrrtn fadt be had no report to make, 
as' he 'was the -only member present, both 
Mr. Rogers and Mr. Sha^w the otber.mem- 
be a having been absentx'i. Great disappoint- 
ment was ezpreSaed' at the non-attendance 
of Mr. Rogers, the petitionera represented 
by Mr. MoLeod stating that the delay thot 
woulS arii.'o would cause sorioua loaa to tbom. 

A motion was adopted, after an explana- 
tion by the clerk and tho moderator, that 
they hid done all they could to secure Mr. 
Rogers' attendance, that -Mr. Rogers be 
cited to oppear tvt the next muotirg to show 
why he did not appear asamemb 'rof tho 
cimniittoe, 

a very long diiicuaaion followed as to the 
best courao to pursue. It waa resolved to 
discharge tho committee. Then came an- 
other loug discussion as to tho next stop, 
tho petitionera, through Mr. Mucleod, ask- 
irg that immodiivlo atepa bo taken to bricg 
1 heir case to an ianuu. 

Several membera of the Presbytery 
pointed out that the law of tho church muat 
bo obeyed, and that the aeaaions interested 
who had been cited to appear in the after- 
noon had to receive fresh notices of ten 
days, and that no meeting of tho Presbytery 
could be held until the lat Tuesday in Sep- 
tember, and that {t wonld be unwise to call 
a pro re jiiUa, meeting sooner. 
.Nearly two hours were spent in .trying 
to arrive ' at some oonolaiion that 
would meet the wishes of the petitioners 
as well as comply -with' the law 
of the church and proteo!i.,the' interests of 
tho Buaeiona previously cited. 'It was sug- 
geated to call a meeting of a now oonimitteo 
to meet in Nanaimo on the 10th of July, 
bu'' thia too was found impraoticablo. 

Ultimately it was resolved on motion to 
appoint a committee consisting of tho mod- 
orator (Rov. Mr. Macrae, Nanaimo), Mr. 
Rogers, Mr. Alex. Shaw and Rov. Alex 
TaiD to moot at Nanaimo on tho day pro 
viouB to the ordinary meeting of Preabytery 
in September next, and to report thoir find- 
ings to tho Preabytery on the following day. 
Tfie usual power wos given to this com- 
mittee 10 iovostigato tlie matter referred to 
in tho petition, and that the dark be in- 
structed to cite all parties intorcated. 

The Prcibytery was adjourned to moot at 
Nanaimo in S-iptember, the Moderotor pro 
nouncing tho benediction at 1 a m.

Tnanding cffioera of the Bohring sea patrol 
flaot. The echooner George R. White, if 
Seattle, which arrived Tueaday night from 
Sitka, reports being boarded by oiiicera of 
the revenue cutter Corwin, whose com- 
mander aealed up her arma and ammunition 
and ordered the schooner to return forwith 
to Puget Sound. Capt. Chenworth, of the 
White, asked permission to proceed to the 
Japan coaat, which is ontaide of the 
juriadiotion of the Americ&n and Britith 
laws, or else remain in the port of Sitka 
pending communioation 9ith. his owners 
preliminary to obtaining permiaaiMi from 
the treaeury department to g'l to the Japan 
Sea. Theae requests' were refased by C^pt. 
Munger, of the Corwin, and - Commander 
Clark, of the Mohican, both of wbospi' 
ordered the achooner to retain" to'; Foget 
Sound immediately, under threat of setzare. 
These facta were reported "to the Collector 
of CuBtoma here to 'day' by the master of the 
Whi^e. 

Collector Saunders says tho Bohring oea 
commanders are exceeding their authority. 
The collector contends that tho White had 
a perfect right to proceed to tho Japan coaat 
and rcaurne ecahug if sho chose, Tho 
same privilege is accorded Ciuadiun 
sealers by British men-otwar. The 
matter will bo reported to Waah- 
ington City. Contrary to this policy the 
ouBtoma oilicers cleared the sealing schoon- 
ers Jampo G. Swan and Columbia' and per- 
mitted them to depart to-night for Un- 
alaska. Tho masters of tho echooncra 
were not to take puua or ammunition on 
board. This order was obeyed, ofid 
the Indian crews are now armed 
with ppeara. It is believed that 
both veoHels will take on firearms when 
outside Capo Flattery. _The-''in»sters of 
the achoouera were cautioned not to kill 
any seala. The aohoonora are commanded 
by white men and manned by In- 
diana. It is not likely that the vcaaels 
would go to Unalaska on a pleasure voy- 
age, and tbe only other apparent objeot is 
to EeaL i 'Tbs owners of the sealing vessels 
claim the Bebring sea oflioors are very arbi- 
trary, and that their rulings are subjecting 
their crafts to unnecessary hatdahipa, whicli 
will result in financial loss, i 

Captain William , Mohtandon, master of 
the schooner James G. Swan, will tfkke 
eleven canoes in which to hunt BOiL The 
Columbia hoa eight oannea. Both vessels 
are owned bv Indians. Captain Montandon 
Boid that he would not hunt or kill 
seals on his way to Unalaaka, where he 
would then decide upon a ploco of opera- 
tion, Ho declined to say whether his veaael 
would go to tho coaat of Russia or Jopan. 
Tho Swan and Columbi^i are not, strictly 
apoakiog, first- class aeugoicg crafts, and it 
is not probable that either ys^sel ffill'orbss 
over to tho Asiatic coaat.
